The Reverse Suflered by the Italian Army.
From the Times.

Amerios, in common with the greal propor-
tion of the clvilized world, sympathizes deeply
with Italy in her efforts to gain Venetia and
to establish a unational unity throughout the
whole peninsuls,

The late deleat, to our eyes, has something of
the eharacter of the early defeats of the Northin
our civil war. [l resulted, without doubt, from
rashness and an undervaluing of the strength
of the onemy. With all the opportunities ot the
Ttalians to cut the communleations of the Aus-
trian force, either on the Adriatic, between

Trieate and Venlce, or on the slopes of the Alps,
betwoen Tyrol and Venetin, holding the sea as
they do, and nble to attmck where they will, it
certainly seems, even with our imperiect kno w-
ledge of the iscws, s plece of extraordinary fool
hardiness to make the first essay on that lamous
line of earthworks and fortresses which the
A:gltrimu have spent years in muking \mpreg-
nable,

HSo ar, too, a8 we can gather from the brief
sccounts, they #seemed to have followed in
another unlortunate respect our early example,
One corps was thrown out in the alr and doubled
up betore the two otherscould assist; the enemy
isswimg from any poiot lo the Quadrilateral
which suited them, snd able, if repulsed, to
retreat to their lustnesses.

We ure not prepared, of course, as yet to jurdge
where precisely the jault was, but from the well-
known temperament ol the King of Ituly, we
may reasonsbiy conclude that the deleat was the
result of rashness by the Italinns,

But whatever was lost on that unfortunate
Bunday, even the Austrian despatches sgreo
that 1t was not honor, The King's troops fought
long and bravely against superior numbers,
and & partof the time against fortified posiuons,
There was no rout or flight at the end. Their
losses in men will =oon be made up by new
enlistments, The only question which will arise
will be, how far do the Itallans as u people possess
thut hichest quality of manhood, which only
derives strength from disaster and gains courage
from deleat, ;

We muy, without undue praise of our own
nation, recall, at this time, that the most glo-
rious era, for the North, of our war, was not
the time of our victories, but the hours of our
deteats, All can remember when a new dissster,
though thiowing s cloud of gloom over ten
thousand families, only gave new nerve to the
resolution of the people, ana thousunds who
were inditfferent to the national cause when vie-
torious, pressed torward eagerly to join it when
under mistortune and deleat,

We, Americans—Ceits and Saxons and Nor-
mans in one—perhaps with undue vanity—
esteem this resolution under discouragement,
this pertinacity against obstacies, and plock
amid dejests, as the peculiar quality ol our
mixed race. We have tnat slow-working but
tenacious tewperament which only truly snd
warmly embraces & cause when it begins to
meet with hindrances and disasters. It re.
mains to be seen whether the Latin race, in its
ropresentatives, the Italians, has the same
tough and enduring quality, We all know
their Southern fire and enthusiasm; have
they also the Northern obstinacy and tenacity ?
We lucline to the beliet that the national co-
thusiasm {8 so aroused now thronghout Italy,
that this defeat will only fire the courage of
the {)eople with new ardor. They have delibe-
rately and with full knowledge cast in their
all in this ;_;I%antic strugqlc with the enor
mous power of Austria, t is the eflort of
ftaly to be a nauon. It is a stragele
for the gem of Italy, the auncient Queen ol the
Adriatic, to regain liberty und nationality for
the Italians under Austrian tyranny, to advance
education and all liberal ideas among the
people, to bring Rome under the temporal
power of the kingdom, and redeem the whole
peninsula from the power ol the toreigner and
the priest, It thus strugezle be successtul, Italy
becomes then 8 European power on an advanced
and liberal basi, emancipated from France as
a5 well as Austris and Rome. She jelns the
ranks of the nations moving on in the path of
modern progress. By one brief and bitter etffort
she throws ofl the burdens of ages, aud hence-
forth, freed from the hostile Quadrilateral and
French dependence, she can dispoase with
urmies, und the whole energies of the people
will be direoted to the mesos of production and
the arts of peace. To gain such a result, no
bargains such as the London Times recommenis
will be of any use. Flghting, and only tighting,
oan give her a true independence—can create
respect at home and respect abroad.

ut to Flllu all this she may well afford to
offer the lives and treasure of a whole genern-
tion. Buch baptisms of blood as that a few
days since nesr Verona are termble, but they
may be the necessary consecration lor a great
sud dignitied national career,

An Italy freed, united, and regenerated need
not regret any price paid, whether in the hives of
brave men or the voluntary offerings from the
means of the whole people,

We inclipe to believe that there is that fire of
patriotism now among the Ifalian people—that
passion for nationality and independence—which
no defeat will di=courage. Against such forces
even all the forces of the Austrian empire will
be of no avall in the long ruw. Defeat will
turn into victory, and victory will at length
bring independence to Italy,

The War in Europe.
From the Trilumne.

The battle in Italy has been followed by
another in Bobemin, and again, we are informed,
the Austrians have been victorious, We know,
however, a8 yet, but little of the locality and
the importance of the battle. The brief des.
patches recelved by the Cily of London mention
two engagements on the 26th of June—one at
Turnau, in which the Prussians claim to have
taken 500 prisoners, and another near Skalicz,
between Nachod and Neustadt, which com-
menced at 10 o’clock in the morning and ended
in the retreat of the Prussians, wno leit their
killed and wounded upon the feld, A later des-
patch merely adds:—'"The Prussians have been
defeated in Bohemis.” This seems to refer to
the engegement at Skalitz, though it is, of
course, not certain, No information has us yet
been received as te the importance aad conse-
quences of the defeat of the Prussdans,

A #tep which may have farreschiog conse-
quences has been taken by the King of Italy,
e has requested the assistance of France, offer-
ing to Louls Napoleon in exchange the lsland of
Mardinia, In wddition to important concessions
in the Romun question. Louls Napoleon has
never concealed his deep sympathy with Italy
in her efforts 1o liberate Venetia, nor does any
one doubt his deslgn to use the present comph-
cations for the aggrandizement of France. An
offer like that just made to him by Italy muss,
therefore, prove a powerful temptation. Nor ls
this all, It may regarded a8 certain that
offers in exchange for assistance huve been
made by Prussis no less thau by Italy, One
town In the Rbenish Provinces has, in par-
ticular, been mentioned ss being pro !
togother with the adjoining distriet, which con-
taing very valuable coal flelds, as the price of a

Another, and still more conlused and absurdly
stated telegram gives us 4 hint of what may
prove, perhaps, to be the most fmportant light
we have ag yot had on the purposes and move-
ments of the Austrian srmy in Bobewia., The
Prussians are stated in this telegram o have
destroyed *‘the rallway bridge between Werdau
and Gossnitz, at Altenburg.” 'This is abour ns
rational as & telegram would be announcing
that the railwuy bridge had been destroyed
between New York und sStamiord, at Bridge-
port! Altenburg is a prosperous little Saxon
city in the extreme west of Saxony, and
Werdaun  and  Gossnitz  are small manuo-
facturing towns, lyiug both of them several
miles to the south of Altenburg! The signigd-
cance of the information thus innccurately con-
veyved to us, consists in the fact that Altenburg,
(Gossnitz, and Werdau all lie on the railway
line trom Leipsic, in Suxony, to Nuremberg, in
Bavaria. If the Prussians are destroymg bridges
on this line, it wonld appear thal they must
antieipate an advance'into Saxony of the Austro-
Bavarian army, from Bavaria into Baxony, upon
the extreme west and through the detiles of
the Bohmer-Wald. The headquarters of the
Austrion  Commander-in-chiel’ being at the
latest  sdvices established at Olmutz in
Moravin, far to the enstward of the Bavarian
frontier and of the Bohmer-Wald, it is tolera-
bly plain, we think, that the Prossians have
been teuimg the whole line of the Austrian
fiont, and that they are getung themselyes
into readiness to eifect o junction between
their two armies, the army ol Prince Frederle
Charles and the army of the Crown Prince,
in order to meet an expected advance of
Benedek in foree either into Bilesin on the
extreme east, or into Suxony on the extreme
west, The withdrawal of the Prossian troops
from the emaller States into which they had
been pushed beyond and south of the corner
at which Baxony abuts both upon Bavaria and
Bohemin, would seem, whea taken In
connecrion with this burning of bridges on
the Leipsic and Nuremberg road, to
sbow that the Austriaus are looked for
rather more positively on the west than on
the enst. An important Austrian victory in this
westers region of Saxony would have the great
moral eflect of precipitating the whole of South
Germany decisively und at once into the arms
ot the Kaiger, On the other hand, a Pryssian
victory here would roll Austria decisively back
to the eastward, und lay Bavaris open to the
Northern arms.

The net result of the news we now have,
therefore, 18 simply lo show us thut the antago-
nist powers are manceuvring for a battle-field,
while I'russis still retains and is evidently
waking the most of the %wut advantages which
she won by her prompt and encrgelic action
